Rhoads and Mr. Scattergood (Com- 
missioner and Assistant Commis- 
sioner) — he explained, “that 
prompted me to look in the same 
quarter for a man of their spirit to 
take up the work in the Virgin 
Islands. 

“I appealed to the Quakers in 
Swarthmore and Philadelphia and 
was assured that Dr, Pearson pos- 
sessed the necessary qualities.

He said he broke a win- 
dow in the bus and jumped to safe- 
ty as the vehicle hurtled into the 
40-foot water of the Sampit River. 

The two white men who drowned 
were Warren Newton, Owner and 


driver of the bus, and Olin Newton, 
his son. 

The Negroes drowned were resi- 
dents of Georgetown and Andrews, 
who engaged Newton, a farmer, to 
drive them to the beach for a pic- 
nic. 

A crew of workmen, after labor- 
ing several hours with two wreck- 
ers from garages, succeeded about 
daylight in raising the bus to the 


surface. Nineteen bodies had been 
recovereg today, including Ruth 
Brown. 


Authorities said they were at a 
loss to explain what caused -the 
driver to run the bus into the 
river. They said red light danger 
signals to warn that the draw- 
bridge had been lifted for the pas- 
sage of a boat were clearly visible. 

A heavy barrier guarding the 
bridge entrance was torn away by 
the bus as it plunged from the 
bridge approach to the water. 

A watchman at the bridge said 
he saw the bus crash through the 
barrier and heard screams as it 
struck the water. 


EDISON BETTER, THOUGHT 


Inventor Persuades Doctors to Let 
Him Take Auto Rides and Walks 
Unassisted to Car.

WEST ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 4.— 
Thomas A. Edison was thought to- 
day to be on the road to recovery 
from the sudden collapse he suf- 
fered last Saturday. 

He slept soundly for eight hours 


last night. This morning he in- 
quired of his son, Charles, about 
business problems. 

Physicians granted the request 
of Thomas A. Edison that he be 
permitted to take an automobile 
ride this afternoon and the 84- 
year-old inventor walked unassisted 
to the car. 

Dr. Hubert S. Howe, the invent- 
or’s physician, after a conference 
with Dr. Clifford Weston of Glen 
Ridge, issued the following bul- 
letin: “Mr. Edison slept eight 
hours and had the best night so 
far. He ate his breakfast with 
relish, read the morning papers 
and showed evidence of returning 
strength and health.” 

Hundreds of messages of sym- 
pathy continue to arrive. Among 
them is one from Samuel Inaull, 
public utilities magnate of Chi- 


cago, who said he was coming to 
see Mr. Edison tomorrow.

Kidnaping, and robbery with a 
deadly weapon, are charged in 
warrants issued at Clayton today 
against the two men held in the 
abduction of Oscar Johnson, of 38 
Portland place, on a St. Louig 
County road yesterday afternoon. 

Their bonds were fixed by Jus- 
tice of the Peace Lewis of Univer- 
sity City at $100,000 each, or 
$50,000 on each charge. It is not 
expected that they will be able to 
give bond before their preliminary 
hearing, set for 2 p. m. Thursday 
before Lewis. 

Johnson, who escaped from his 
two captors by a determined fight 
in which he disabled his own auto- 
mobile, is recovering at Barnes 
Hospital from a severe beating with 
a riot gun and a revolver, which 
were found near the scene of his

escape. He has identified one of 
'the prisoners, Felix F. McDonald 
of Overland, as one of the two who 
drove him away in his own ma- 
chine, robbed him and, as he be- 
lieves, meant to hold him for 
ransom. 

The other prisoner, Bart Davit. 
has not been identified positively 


by Johnson. McDonald and Davit 
are alcohol cookers, with stills 
along the western edge of the 


county, and have been arrested by 
the St. Louis police, in recent 
months, with Tommy Hayes, an 
active local gangster. 

Henry Law Warrants. 

The warrants charging robbery 
with a deadly weapon were issued 
under the Henry law, which pro- 
vides a penalty from 10 years’ ime 
prisonment to death by hanging. 
Kidnaping, charged in warrants 
issued later, is punishable by two 
to 10 years’ imprisonment. The 
Johnson case, because of his im- 
mediate escape, did not reach the 
stage where kidnaping for ransom 
could be charged. The latter crime 
is punishable by death, or by im- 
prisonment up to a life term. Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Castlen issued 
the warrants. Paul A. Richards, 
a St. Louis lawyer, is representing 
the prisoners. 

Story of Experience. 

Johnson's resolute resistance to 
the two men, as he has since re- 
lated, began when they tried to 
make him put on a pair of yellow 
sun glasses and crouch down in 
the front seat of his car. He had 
been willing to submit to robbery, 
but this order convinced him that 
kidnaping was the program. He is 
26 years old, unmarried, and the 
son of Mrs. Irene W. Johnson, 
wealthy owner of the St. Albans 
realty development on the Mis- 
souri River, and of the late Oscar 
Johnson, one of the founders of 
the International Shoe Co. His 
story of his experience, as told io 
Guy A. Thompson, the Johnson 
family lawyer, and later more ful- 
ly to Police Sergt. Dempsey, is: 

“At 12:30 p. m., I was driving 
my 16-cylinder Cadillac roadster 
on Melrose road, having started 
from my mother’s summer home at 
St. Albans to return to St. Louis, 
(Melrose road leads to Manches- 
ter road). 

“About three miles from St. Ale 
ban’s, and 30 miles out from St. 
Louis, at the foot of Melrose hill, 
while running slowly because of a 
curve ahead,.I was stopped by two 
men, one Of whom carried a shot- 
gun, and the other a revolver. 
They were standing by a Ford 
coupe. 

He Gave Them Moucy. 
“The man with the shotgun was 


about 30 years old, 6 feet tall, 
weighing 180-190 pounds, with 
light hair and complexion, ani 


wore glasses. The one with a re- 
volver was about 32, 5 feet 8, 160 
pounds, with dark hair, and had 
a handkerchief over his face. I 
can't describe their clothes. 

“They ordered me to stop, and I 
did, and got out of my car. ‘What 
do you want?’ I asked 
‘Here's my money,’ I said, ‘and you 
can take the car.’ I thought then 
it was a holdup.

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3 KILLED WHEN 
NEGRO MOB FIGHTS 
POLIGE IN CHICAGO 


Clash Follows Protest Over 
Eviction of Woman From 
Flat for Nonpayment of 
Rent. 


RACE LEADERS LAY 
TROUBLE TO REDS 


Court Bailiff Agrees to De- 
lay All Dispossess Orders 
for Present—Mayor to Es- 
tablish Relief Fund. 


By the Associated Pieces. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—Commun- 
ists were blamed by police today 
for a brief riot on Chicago’s South 
Side, in which three Negroes were 
slain and one was seriously wound- 
ed. Three policemen, who helped 
put dowh the disorders, were in- 
jured, 

Many of the participants were 


arrested. Three were said by po- 
lice to have been ringleaders. 

Steps were taken by officials, 
including Mayor Cermak and Cor- 
poration Counsel Sexton, to prevent 
a repetition of the disorder which 
began late yesterday afternoon, 
when several hundred Negroes 
started a demonstration in protest 
against the eviction of a Negro 
family for nonpayment of rent. 

A crowd of Negroes, estimated 
by police at 1000, shouted defiance 
as two court bailiffs started to 
move to the street the household 
furnishing of Dina Gross from a 
fuat at Dearborn and Fiftieth. The 
bailiffs telephoned for police. 
Cries of “Put that furniture back,” 
and “We want something to eat,” 
were heard, and some of the crowd 
started to put the furniture back. 

A patrol wagon, manned by Police- 
men Fred Graham, a Negro, Martin 
Ernst and John McFadden, arrived, 
but the three were surrounded 
by the rioters, many of whom were 
armed with knives, clubs and pis- 
tols. Ernst suffered a scull frac- 
ture. His companions were cut. 
When reserves, including Sergt. 
Henry Lyons, came to their aid, a 
Negro pulled Lyons’ pistol from his 
holster and threatened to shoot. 
As he did so, Policeman William 
Jordan fired and the Negro fell 
dead. A few minutes later Lyons, 
who had recovered his pistol, killed 
a Negro who was firing at Jordan 
from a nearby doorway. 

The manner of the third man’s 
death could not be learned, and 
only one of the three dead was 
identified. He was John O'Neill, 
about 30 years old. 

Police Attacked in Store. 

While the fight was at its height 
a group:of policemen, led by Sergt. 
James McMahon, became separut- 
ed from the main body of ine re- 
inforcements, and were forced to 
take refuge in a small store in the 
same block. They were attached 
by a hundred men, some of whom 
broke the store windows with 
bricks. Shots were also fired at 
the policemen, but they were able 
to defend themselves without in- 
jury until help arrived. 

Mayor Cermak was at Little Cur- 
rent, Ont., but when told of the 
disorder, ordered that no more 
families be evicted without noti- 
fication being given to him and to 
an organized charity. He said he 
would establish a special fund to 
aid evicted families. At the same 
time, Corporation Counsel Sexton 
met Negro leaders to discuss means 
of averting trouble. He eaid he 
was surprised when told by some 
of the Negroes that there were be- 
tween $0,000 and 560,000 Negro 
Communists in Chicago. He called 
another meeting for today, and said 
he would try to take tha Com- 
munist activities up with United 
States District Attorney Johnson. 

For several weeks, the police dis- 
closed, special details have been 
kept in the Negro district because 
of frequent minor disorders. re- 
sulting from the eviction of Ne- 
groes, and Communists have been 


holding meetings in Washington 
Park nightly. Communists gath- 
ered there last night, but no dis- 
order developed. 

Eviction Orders Delayed. 

Mayor C 1k ordered a con- 
ference of /police officials, his cab- 
inet and leaders of the Negro race, 
at which it was agreed that there 
was no antagonism between the 
races and that the trouble was due 
solely to Communistic propaganda. 
The arrest of Lovett Fort-White- 
man, a Negro and former student 
in a Soviet school in Russia, was 
requested. Meanwhile it was agreed 
that Al Horan, bailiff of the Mu- 
nicipal Court, hold up all eviction 
orders for the present. 

Yesterday's riot was the third in 
Chicago in recent years in which 
Negroes were involved. In 1919 
15 white persons and 28 Negroes 
were killed in race riots. In 1920 
two white men and several Negroes 
lost their lives in disorders which 
resulted from a demonstration by 
a Negro “freedom” cult.

that car.’ I obeyed, and they got in, 
on either side of me. 
“‘*We're not going to hurt you,’ 
the same man then said, ‘if you do 
what you are told to.’ He started 
the car, in the same direction I had 
been going, and the other man 
handed me the dark glasses, and 
said, ‘Put them on, and stick your 
head under the dashboard.’ 
“I said, ‘I will not,’ and I then 
and there made up my mind not to 
gO with them any farther. 
“The man put the glasseg on me, 
and I pushed them off, then he 
shoved them on again. I struggled 
as we rode along, and kicked until 
I managed to smash the ignition 
and break the key, stopping the car 
suddenly. 
He Calls for “Help.” 

“We all piled out into the road, 
I resisting them the best I could, 
and they beating me with § their 
weapons on the head and face, un- 
til I almost lost consciousness. 
“A machine passed and I called 
Out ‘Help!’ Then the men left me. 
The last thing the two did to me 
was to take my black leather bill- 
fold, with initials O. J. on it, and 
containing $70; my gold pencil and 
a small notebook. 
“I walked about a mile, through 
a cornfield, to the farmhouse of 
Eugene Gryers, and two men work- 
ing on the farm drove me to 
Barnes Hospital, arriving at 2:30.” 

Within St. Louis County. 
The place where Johnson's car 
was stopped and he was taken pris- 
oner, as located by him, is just 
within the St. Louis County bound- 
ary. Mrs. Johnson's St. Albans es- 
State is in Franklin County. How- 
ever, the struggle along the road 
and the robbery unquestionably 
took place in St. Louis County, ang 
that county will have full jurisdic- 
tion in the case. 
Johnson's injuries were found to 
be four scalp wounds, two wounds 
of the lower jaw, and three broken 
Or loosened teeth.

On a side road, about threé miles 
from Manchester road, and about 
a& mile from the cornfield where 
Johnson escaped, the deputies ar- 
rested McDonald and Davit, who 
were walking along the road, “look- 
ing for a lost bird dog.” 

Deputy Recognized Pair. 
At Clayton, Deputy Sheriff Will- 
mann recognized the pair as “alky”’ 
cookers, arrested several times in 
the county for their work at vari- 
ous stills. ‘“‘We were cooking alco- 
hol out there,”’ they told Willmann, 
“and they picked us up just be- 
cause we happened to be walking 
through the woods.” McDonald 
said he lived at 3526 Dix avenue, 
Overland, and Davit’s address was 
given as 107 Naylor avenue, Pine 
Lawn, They are 28 and 26 years 
old. 
White and Leo Stern said the 
prisoners resembled two men whom 
they saw leaving the cornfield, 
near the scene of Johnson's escape, 
before White and Stern knew of 
the attack on Johnson. They did 
not see the men’s faces, at that 
time, well enough to make a com- 
plete identification. The men were 
taken to Barnes Hospital, where 
Johnson identified McDonald. 
Meanwhile, a search of the corn- 
field resulted in the finding, in a 
ravine of the equipment hidden by 
the departing captors of Johnson. 
The articles found were the riot 
gun, loaded and with a stain on 
the barrel caused by the beating of 
Johnson; a .38-caliber blue steel 
revolver, also loaded: two new 
black raincoats, a white handker- 
chief, a pair of yellow cotton

Gerk’s Order on Hayes. 

Chief Gerk at 5 p. m. yesterday 
issued this order, which was broad- 
cast to all stations: 

“T am reliably informed that 
Tommy Hayes, well-known gang- 
ster, has two out-of-town ex-con- 
victs riding around in St. Louis 
county. They may come through 
St. Louis. These men are danger- 
ous. All officers must be on the 
lookout for and arrest these men.” 

The arrest of McDonald and 
Davit had taken place before Gerk’s 
order went out. They were arrest- 
ed by Deputy Sheriff Henry Krull 
of St. Louis County, Deputy Sheriff 
D. E. Adams of Franklin County 
and Deputy Constable Mike Hance 
of Meramec Township. 

“Brave Fight,” Says Chief. 

Police records show that McDon- 
ald and Davit were arrested with 
Hayes and a fourth man, in the 
inquiry of St. Louis and county of- 
ficers into the robbery of the First 
National Bank of St. Charles, Jan. 
13. All were released for lack of 
convicting evidence. Seven other 
arrests of McDonald by the police 
are shown, 

Johnson's’ resistance to his 
captors was seen from the Melrose 
store as the car passed the store, 
before he succeeded in disabling 
the ignition. George M. Berry, St. 
Louis automobile dealer, who drove 
along Melrose road and saw John- 
son struggling with the men, tcle- 
phoned from the store to the 
Sheriff's office at Clayton. He did 
not recognize Johnson in the road- 
side fight. 

Chief of Police Gerk said he ad- 
mired the courage Johnson exhib- 
ited in resisting his abductors. “It 
was a brave fight,” Gerk said. 
“Those thugs probably would have 
killed him at the drop of a hat if 
they thought they could get away 
with it.” 


GREEN SUGGESTS HOOVER 
CALL ECONOMIC CONFERENCE

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Aug. 4. 
——-William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, to- 
day proposed that President Hoo- 
ver either call a conference of 
economists in an effort to remedy 
employment conditions or admit

Decline Meeting With Labor 
Leaders on Ground Each 
Line Should Deal With 


Problem. 


By the Associated Press, 
CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 4.—Ex- 


ecutives of 21 railroad labor or- 
ganizations today sought a way out 
from an impasse with the railroad 


owners in the efforts of the labor 
group to solve the problem of 
caring for 350,000 unemployed 
railroad workers. 

The impasse was disclosed yes- 
terday when the association of 
railway executives refused to hold 
a conference with the labor organ- 
izations to discuss unemployment 
and related problems. The labor 
groups in turn refused a counter- 
proposal to deal with the individ- 
ual carriers separately. 

David B. Robertson, president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen, said the 
labor executives will decide within 
a week or two what their next step 
will be. 

The refusal of the railway exec- 
utives to join in a general confer- 
ence was explainec from Washing- 
ton by Alfred P. Thom, general 
counsel of the Association of Rail- 
way Executives, with a statement 
that the articles of the association 
forbid it to consider labor prob- 
lems; that they should be handled 
directly with the individual car- 
riers. 

Much has been done already, 
Thom said, for relief of the unem- 
ployed by the management of indi- 
vidual carriers through joint co-op- 
erative action with employes. 

Railroad iabor leaders in Cleve- 
land said a general conference was 
preferable; that the labor prob- 
lems were nearly the same in all 
of the railroad systems. 

Robertson said that unless some- 
thing was done soon for their re- 
lief, the 360,000 railroad unem- 
ployed will face a “very severe 
winter.” At present they are being 
helped by funds contributed by 
employed fellow workers, but these 


funds are nearly exhausted, he 
said. 
The proposal for the general 


conference was made by the broth- 
erhoods several months ago, with 
the suggestion that it also might 
discuss the regulation of highway, 
waterway and pipe-line transporta- 
tion services ‘‘to eliminate unfair 
competition” with the § ratlroads. 
Unemployment discussion was to 
have centered around the question 
of a six-hour day and a five-day 
week,

SURRENDERS DEED TO HOUSE 


Japanese Received Nicaraguan Le- 
gation in 1930; to Receive 
$100,000 by Will.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Jesse 
S. Shima, Japanese secretary to the 
late Mrs. Mary F. Henderson, to- 
day relinquished title to the Nica- 
raguan legation conveyed to him 
in 1930 by the wealthy widow. 

Shima executed a deed for the 
property, valued at $100,000, to 
George E. Edelin, trustee for the 
estate. It was conveyed to Shima 
for $100. The secretary in a state- 
ment said he took the property at 
the insistence of Mrs, Henderson 
and never meant to keep it. 

Shima was left $100,000 cash and 
$100,000 in trust in the last of the 
six wills made by the widow of the 
late John B. Henderson, former 
Senator from Missouri. 

A legal controversy over the con- 
flicting wills is shaping. Charges 
have been made that Mrs. Hender- 
son was of unsound mind and that 
she was influenced in the final dis- 
position of the Henderson millions 
by Shima. 


BRUENING’S SPEECH CLEARLY 
HEARD BY RADIO IN ST. LOUIS 


Broadcast by German Ohancellor 
on Financial Situation Sent 
Over KSD. 

The announcement that German 
banks would resume business to- 
morrow, made by Chancellor 
Bruening in an international radio 
address, was broadcast in St. Louis 
by KSD at 12:30 p. m. today. 

It was 7:30 p. m. in Berlin, 
where Dr. Bruening spoke in the 
chancellory. His 30-minute ad- 
dress in German was followed by 
the official English translation by 
Max Jordan, associate editor of the 
Berlin Tageblatt and for years its 
Washington correspondent.

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REDUCTION IN FORD EMPLOYES 
SAID 10 BE ONLY FOR MONTH 


Detroit News Asserts Force Will Be 
Increased and Improved Model 
Out in September. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Aug. 4.—The Detroit 
News, commenting on a recently- 
announced reduction of the em- 
ployment roster of the Ford Motor 
Co., says that an official of the 
company has reported that the re- 
duction is temporary in prepara- 
tion for an “improved model” in 
September, and that not less than 
30,000 men will be continually em- 
ployed during the current month. 

The News says that the daily 
payroll of the Ford company dur- 
ing the currént month will approxi- 
mate $500,000, and that a Sep- 
tember schedule calling for 100,000 
units of the “improved model” has 
been issued. The paper says that 
no change is expected in the motor 
design of the automobile. 

Official figures on Ford employ- 
ment were unavailable but the 
company is said to normally em- 
ploy about 100,000 men. The com- 
pany announced the suspension of 
manufacturing activities during 
August and stated that only a 
skeleton force would be kept at 
Detroit and other assembly plants. 
It was stated that 11 of the 36 
assembly plants throughout the 
country would continue to operate. 


$207,009 DETROIT RELIEF FUND 
THIEF GETS PRISON TERM 


A. F. Lewis Sentenced for From 
Seven and a Half to “Ten Years 
in Penitentiary.

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 4.—Alex 
F. Lewis, former welfare depart- 
ment clerk who defrauded the city 
of $207,000 in municipal relief 
funds, today was sentenced to from 
seven and one-half to 10 years in 
the Michigan State Prison at 
Jackson.

Texans Say It Is Too Late to 
Make Another Attempt 
This Year.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Aug. 4.— 
Two Texas aviators, who twice had 


thought themselves well on the way 
to Tokio for a nonstop refueling 
flight, rested here today after the 
failure of their second attempt due 
to inability to find their refueling 
plane in fog and rain. 

Messages were coming from Se- 
attle, where they had started their 
flight, and other points, asking 
them to reconsider their decision 
to abandon the flight for 1931, but 
Reg L. Robbins and Harold 5. 
Jones, Fort Worth (Tex.) flyers, 
insisted “‘it’s too late to try it again 
this year.” 

Their refueling plane, which had 
landed for more gasoline at Ruby, 
half way from here to Nome, re- 
joined them here last night. 

Robbins and Jones landed here 
at 7:35 a. m. yesterday after almost 
27 hours in the air since they left 
Seattle early Sunday. 

“When we came over Fairbanks 
in perfect weather,”’ Robbins said, 
“and saw clear skies to the west- 
ward we thought everything was 
going to be clear sailing, and it was 
until we got between Kaltag and 
Unalakleet. 

“Then it became foggy and rainy. 
It became difficult to keep the re- 
fueler in sight and finally we lost 
it altogether. We realized the re- 
fueler could not get over the moun- 
tains to Unalakleet, s0 we came 
back to Fairbanks and flew over 
town for three hours hoping 
(James) Matttern and (Nick) 
Greener would return so we could 
refuel and try again. 

“But when they did not return 
and the ground fog lifted we 
started to land, picking a hole in 
the fog to set down. We had 50 
gallons of gasoline in the tank 
when we landed. Fuel consump- 
tion averaged 22 gallons an hour 
and the motor worked perfectly 
all the time.” 

The refueling flyers came down 
at Ruby after fighting fogs and 
clouds over mountain valleys lead- 
ing into Unalakleet on Norton 
Sound. After they landed the 
weather became worse and they

Labor Secretary Reports Placing vf 

638,689 Workers From April 

1 to July 31.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Presi- 
dent Hoover said today the reor- 
ganization of the employment serv- 
ice in the Department of Labor had 
shown “a large measure of accom- 
plishment.” The President at the 
game time made public a_ letter 
from Secretary Doak, who outlined 
methods followed in expanding and 
reorganizing the service. 

“In a comparatively brief pe- 
riod,”’ Doak said, “the new employ- 
ment service was actually working 
and from the date that its wheels 
wero started in operation it had 
been gaining momentum hourly, 
until at this time it has demon- 
strated its worth in a most re- 
markable degree.” 

Doak said the service had placed 
638,689 workers from April 1 to 
July 31. The figures, he said, were 
incomplete because full data had 
not been reecived for July.

FIRED AFTER 37 YEARS 


Former Hospital Commissioner 
Says He Found Miss 
Rowan Efficient. 


Dr. J. Wilbur Shankland, former 
Hospital Commissioner, today de- 
clared that the dismissal of Miss 
Elizabeth Rowan as chief clerk at 
the City Hospital afger 37 yeafs of 
service was “motivated by politics.” 
Dr. Shankland, who was succeeded 
as commissioner in 1929 by Dr. 
Curtis H. Lohr, after four years in 
office, said he always had found 
Miss Rowan efficient, although her 
resignation was requested on the 
ground of “inefficiency.” 

“She entered the hospital as a 
bookkeeper,” Dr. Shankland saia, 
“and by close attention to business 
made many friends and gave the 
city unexcelled service. She has 
served under about 10 superintend- 
ents, five directors of public wel- 
fare and five hospital commission- 
ers. She should receive a pension 
instead of the boot.” 

Dr. Shankland said Miss Rowan 

had undertaken the education of 
two girls and was the friend of 
1000 physicians who have served 
interneships at City Hospital. 
Dr. Shankland asserted Miss 
Rowan was “railroaded,” declar- 
ing the procedure was the same as 
practiced on Mrs. Christine Moss, 
dismissed as social service worker 
at the same time, and in the case 
of Dr. Elbert J. Lee, supplanted as 
superintendent recently by V. Ray 
Alexander. 

Informed that Miss Rowan and 
Mrs. Moss had received a hearing 
before Dr. Lohr and other hospital 
officials before their resignations 
were requested, Dr. Shankland said, 
“I know all about hearings like 
that. They don’t mean a thing.” 
Dr. Lohr said today that prior to 
the dismissal of Miss Rowan and 
Mrs. Moss a “thorough investiga- 
tion’’ was conducted in conjunction 
with representatives of the Comp- 
troller’s office.

Wage adjustments for officers 
and clerical and station employes 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
effective last Saturday, do not ap- 
ply to about 1500 clerks and sta- 
tion workers who are members of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 
BE. C. Wills, assistant general man- 
ager in charge of personnel, has 
announced. 


members of the union have accept- 
ed an adjustment amounting to 
81-3 per cent, or the equivalent of 
one day off without pay every two 
weeks, Officers and others in a 
supervisory capacity have aecepted 
the following wage reduction: Sal- 
aries $5000 and less, 10 per cent; 
$5000 to $5500, 12% #£=per cent; 
above $5500, 16 2-3 per cent. 

In a statement Wills asserted the 
railroad had proposed that the 
clerical forces accept a reduction 
in working time of one day each 
alternate week, in order to avoid 
a reduction in force. 

“Employes working under an 
agreement between the railroad 
and the Brotherhood pf Railway 
Clerks preferred a force reduction 
to any temporary modification of 
their schedule rules and  »7no0 
changes, therefore, have been made 
in any of their working conditions,” 
Wills stated. ‘Clerical forces, who 
on account of their duties and re- 
sponsibilities are by agreement ex- 
cepted from the wage schedule, 
preferred to give up one day each 
alternate week, which arrangement 
has been put into effect.”’ 

Wills stated a result of the par- 
tial failure of the “time off’’--plan 
was a force reduction involving 
about 150 men.

OF PENNROAD DEAL 


Detroit, Toledo & Ironton Was 
to Have Been United 
With Toledo-Detroit. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Hold- 


ing that unification of the Detroit, 
Toledo & Ironton, the Detroit & 
Ironton, and the Toledo-Detroit 
railroads would, in effect, recog- 
nize legality of their control by the 
Pennroad Corporation and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, Examiner 
A. C., Devoe today recommended 
that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission withhold its approval 
of the plan. 

The Detroit, Toledo & Ironton, 
which filed the application for unt- 
fication of the three roads, owns 
all of the capital stock of the To- 
lede-Detroit, while the Pennroad 
Corporation owns all of the stock 
of the Detroit & Ironton and cer- 
tificates representing its first 
mortgage bonds. 

The Pcnnroad Corporation also 
owns all of the adjustment mort- 
gage bonds of the Detroit, Toledo 
& Ironton, and all except four 
shares of its preferred stock and 
six shares of its common stock. 

On Nov. 1, 1930, the Detroit & 
Ironton, the Toledo-Detroit and 
the Pennroad Corporation agreed 
to a reorganization for the pur- 
pose of bringing the various roads 
under ownership of a single cor- 
poration. The Pennroad Corpora- 
tion was to exchange its holdings 
of the securities of the Detroit, To- 
ledo & Ironton and the Detroit & 
Ironton for new securities of the 
consolidated lines dollar for dol- 


lar. 

The examiner recalled that the 
Detroit, Toledo & Ironton, under 
the commission’s consolidation 
plan, was assigned to the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio-Nickel Plate System. 

After reviewing methods of or- 
ganization and operation of the 
Pennroad Corporation, he said: 

“From the record it is clear that 
the Pennroad is merely an agency 
of the Pennsylvania, that as such 
agency it has acquired control of 
the applicant, the Detroit & Iron- 
ton and the Toledo-Detroit, and 
that for all practical purposes the | 
Pennsylvania, through this agency, 
now controls the three companies. 

“The commission, in effect, is 
asked to recognize the lawfulness 
of this control by authorizing the 
applicant to issues its stocks and 
bonds, all of which with the ex- 
ception of feur shares of stock, 
would be delivered to the Penn- | 
road. ‘ | 
“Provision for acquisition by one | 
carrier of control of another under | 
lease or by purchase of stock or | 
in any other manner not involving |

consoliéation of such carriers into | 
a single system for ownership and 
operation is made under section 5 | 
of the interstate comnierce act, and | 
provision for consolidation of two. 
Or more carriers into a single sys- 
tem for ownership, management 
and operation of properties there- 
tofore under separate ownership, 
management and operation when 
such consolidation is in harmony 
with the commission's plan of con- 
solidation, is made in section 6, 
article 6 of the act. 

“The commission has prescribed 
the procedure to be followed un- 
der these provisions. Control of 
the applicant and its affiliated 
companies was not effected pursu- 
ant to either of these provisions.”’

Former Vice President Says 
Skinner Bros. Mfg. Co. Is 
Dominated by Bank. 


Suit for a receiver for the 
Skinner Bros, Manufacturing Co., 


maker of heating and ventilating 
equipment, at 1474 South Vande- 
venter avenue, was filed in Circuit 
Court yesterday by Merrill G. 
Skinner, former vice president and 
secretary, owning 1638 shares of 
stock, and William Cross, another 
stockholder. 

They allege that although the 
company is solvent its business is 
virtually at a standstill and its af- 
fairs are dominated by the Laf- 
ayette-Souh Side Bank & Trust Co., 
its largest creditor, also named 4s 
defendant. 

Prior to 1928, when the com- 
pany sustained a loss of $100,000, 
it was prosperous and had agsets 
of $1,000,000, the suit says. At 
that time it gave the bank a first 
mortga’e On its property, securing 
$125,000 of a debt of $200,000, it 
is stated. Since that time, the suit 
|continues, the debt to the bank 
| has increased to $240,000, of which 
| $115,000 is secured by the mort- 
gage. The suit also asks that the 
company be restrained from giv-

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ing a second mortgage to the bank. 

The bank forced Skinner's resig- 
nation on April 1, the suit says, 
and procured the appointment of 
Walter Siegerist as general man- 
ager. Subsequently, the bank 
caused the election of Siegerist, E. 
G. Curtis and Willlam J. Jones, 
vice president of the bank, to the 
company’s board of five directors, 
the suit continues, and on July 27 
the board relinquished manage- 
ment of the company to an exec- 
utive committee consisting of Sieg- 
erist, Jones, and G. A. Kalbfleiach. 

The suit also seeks to restrain 
enforcement of an alleged trust 
agreement to deposit a majority of 
the voting stock with Jones, Fred- 
erick A. C. Skinner, president and 
treasurer, owning 2000 shares of 
stock, is named an individual de- 
fendant together with Jones, Curtis 
and Siegerist. The suit asks for 
removal of the individual defend- 
ants as officers and directors. 

The company is capitalized for 
$500,000, according to the suit, 
which lists liabilities of $422,000. 
The petition is set for hearing next 
Tuesday.

CAUSES DEPRESSION 


Stuart Chase Says Business 
Should Be Content to Satisfy 
People’s Wants.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—If unem- 
ployment unrest this fall does not 
“upset the applecart,” America 
may now anticipate a moderate 


revival in the next 12- 
months, Stuart Chase, author and 
economist, said in an interview to- 
day. 

Chase was one of the earlier 
prophets of the 1929 crash; and 
now, getting in early again, he 
foresees another economic debacle 
along about 1940 unless we accept 
quickly the lessons of the present 
depression. 

“In the natural course of events, 
we will come out of this depres- 
sion, and we may, in a few years, 
find ourselves in a boom that will 
make the late excitement seem 
like child’s play,” Chase said. “But 
then, we'll fall off the new pros- 
perity brink with a crash that 
likely will break the remnants of 
the traditional ‘laissez faire’ econ- 
omy into little bits. 

“Things are cheap. Even now 
people are beginning to buy them 
because they are so cheap. If busi- 
ness merely satisfied these wants, 
the business cycle would lack the 
present sharp curves. But busi- 
ness people under the psychologic 
impetus of this new buying be- 
come overly optimistic and imme-. 
diately begin to over-expand as 
they have in the past, and there 
you have the incipient causes of 
the next depression. 

“There are seemingly two schools 
in American business whose leaders 
may be divided roughly into execu- 
tives of an engineering tendency 
and the reactionary, high-profit- 
seeking, old-time boss. 

“In the hands of these engineers 
lies the future of the capitalistic 
system. If they succeed in their 
desires to level out the general 
business curve, to earn smaller but 
steadier profits and to erase the 
evils of uncontrolled competition, 
then we may arrive at a planned 
system of economy that will save 
us forevermore from depressions. 

“Certainly adjustment of the 
anti-trust acts is necessary before 
we can organize business efficiently. 
But the change of those acts to 
permit unification of various indus- 
tries also means that those indus- 
tries will become affected with the 
public good, and a measure of g0v- 
ernment supervision follows. 

“Such unification is not synony- 
mous with sacrifice of the indi- 
vidual nor is it complete socialism. 
it simply means the control of 
business in a society that has be- 
come so complex that the old meth- 
ods will not work.” 

Forty-three years old, Chase is 
of the younger school of econo- 
mists which prefers to regard eco- 
nomics in terms of human, and 
therefore changing, behavior, 
rather than as a strict science.

HOW FILLMORE SOLD 
POTENTATE ON U.S 


His Flowery Message to Sultan 
of Muscat in 1851 Dug Up 
by State Department.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4. —A cu- 


rious diplomatic document, writ- 
ten by President Fillmore in 1851 


to the Sultan of Muscat, was made 
public by the State Department 
today, after being dragged out of 
musty files because of its comic 
opera style. 

Acting Secretary Castle described 
it as “the most amazing diplomatic 
document I have read in a long 
time.” 

The note was addressed to Seyed 
Syeed Bin, Sultan of Muscat, a city 
on the eastern side of the Arabian 
Peninsula, and signed by President 
Fillmore and Daniel Webster, then 
Secretary of State. 

Its apparent purpose was to get 
the Sultan’s permission for Amer- 
ican ships to enter ports of Zanzi- 
bar, 2 Muscat province, and Presi- 
dent Fillmore went to great pains 
to impress the Sultan with the 
power and importance of this coun- 
try. He told of ‘“‘many hundred 
ships belonging to this great na- 
tion which now float over all seas,” 
and said he would “order them 
frequently to stop at Zanzibar and 
inquire after your health.” 

Wonders of the United States. 

Fillmore -pictured the wonders 
of his land in flowery language, 
saying: 

“From the region of ice which 
bounds the United States on the 
north to the flowery land of the 
Orange on the south; is a journey 
of 100 days, and from the eastern 
shores, which receive the first 
beams of the rising sun, to those 
on the west, where rest his setting 
rays, is 150 days’ journey, and this 
immense country is not a sandy 
waste, but filled with populous 
cities, traversed by mighty rivers 
and crowned with lofty mountains. 
“By railroad or in steamboats the 
citizens of this immense country, 
pass from one place to another 
with inconceivable rapidity. From 
the seat of government at Wash- 
ington I send my commands in a 
few minutes by the lightning tele- 
graph, to all parts of the United 
States; and they are obeyed.”

President Fillmore was aided in

BEING WRECKED BY 
ORDER OF SOVIET

MOSCOW, Aug. 4.—The destruc- 


tion of the Cathedral of the Re- 
deemer, one of Russia's largest and 
most imposing churches, has be- 
gun to make way for the building 
of a great auditorium to be known 


as the Palace of the Soviets. 
The last services were held in 
the church Aug. 1 and the work of 
wrecking was started immediately. 
Almost overnight a board fence 20 
feet high sprang up around the en- 
tire park in the center of which 
the cathedral stands and now no 
one may observe the work at close 
hand. 
From the street,- however, the 
workmen may be seen. One of the 
first portions of the structure to 
be attacked by the wrecking crews 
was the great gilded dome which is 
surrounded by four smaller ones. 
Seventy pounds of gold, it is said, 
were used in finishing the dome 
and this seems to be borne out by 
the care exercised in peeling off 
part of the covering. The bottom 
half of this dome is now nothing 
‘but bare steel framework, but the 
top portion still glitters in the sun. 
North of the cathedral for sev- 
eral city blocks, and eastward to 
the Moscow River, a section hous- 
ing old large apartments and a lit- 
tle red church supposed to be the 
oldest in Moscow is also to be 
razed. Thus several acres will be 
—_ available for a new conven- 
tion hall where all large congresses 
of Soviet agencies will be held. 
The plans are incomplete, but

24-HOUR STRIKE IN CUBA;

Flaws in Our Banking Structure. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE banking troubles in Chicago, the 


recent strictures of Melvin A. Traylor 
on the call money rate as the dominant 
factor in our money market and the 
criticism by the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation of the recommendations of Mr. 
Pole with respect to branch banking, 
again bring into relief one of the funda- 
mental weaknesses of our banking sys- 
tem: the division of power and authority 
among several agencies. Such division 
can but result in a hesitating and vacil- 
lating policy, utterly failing to give any 
leadership or direction. 

We have two commercial banking sys- 
tems, the national and the state—the 
former under the supervision of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, the latter 
under that of the superintendents of 
banking of the different states. Here are 
two competing jurisdictions. When one 
of these sets up salutary restraints, a 
bank desirous of pursuing the primrose 
path need only surrender its charter and 
put-itself under the jurisdicion allowing 
it more latitude. The existence of these 
dual and competing systems, as Was 
forcibly brought out at the recent hear- 
ing before the Glass Committee, leads 
to continual encroachment of commercial 
banks on the field of investment, and 
makes for unsound methods. 

It is conceded, for example, that the 
linking of security affiliates with com- 
mercial banks is fraught with elements 
of grave danger and that, at least so 
far as the national banks are concerned, 
these affiliates are of doubtful legality. 
But, as Mr. Wiggin of the Chase National 
Bank testified recently, any restrictions 
on the national] banks which would ham- 
per them in forming such affiliates, 
would place them at a disadvantage in 
competing with the state banks. 

Again, while national panks in central 
reserve cities (New York and Chicago) 
were not allowed to lend on real estate 
of any kind, the state banks were not s0 
limited. In order to equalize the com- 
petitive position, the McFadden Act in 
1927 removed the ban on. such loans by 
national banks in those cities, and also 
“liberalized” the provisions regarding 
real estate in other national banks. The 
result is a serious inroad on the liquidity 
of the entire banking structure. It was 
the real estate loans of the Foreman- 
State National Bank in Chicago that led 
to its undoing. 

These are only two of the many in- 
stances of the injurious effects of two 
competitive banking systems. 

The principal function of central bank- 
ing machinery is to govern the volume of 
credit. This it can accomplish, unless 
abnormal gold movements intervene, 
through its rediscount rate. This should 
be the master rate, all other rates for 
short term funds moving parallel with 
it. Rut early in 1929 this power was 
snatched from the reserve system by the 
Stock Exchange with its call money rate, 
which dragged all other rates upward 
with it, not only for credit, but also for 
capital for short term as well as long 
term funds. The reserve system stood by 
helpless. Wall Street flouted it and 
jeered at it. 

After the Federal Reserve Board of 
New York finally raised its rate to 6 per 
cent, in August, 1929, the Wall Street 
Journal could say: “Raising the redis- 
count rate to 6 per cent means very 
little to Wall Street, so far as money 
itself is concerned. Money rates in the 
street have been out of line with the old 
5 per cent discount rate for more than a 
year. If the discount rate had been 
continued at 5 per cent, money would be 
just as high as it will be with a 6 per 
cent discount’ rate; call money and time 
money will be neither dearer nor cheap- 
er under the new order of things. With 
call money ranging between 8 per cent 
and 12 per cent, and time money around 
8 per cent, brokers say it makes very 
little difference whether the discount 
rate is 6 per cent or 5 per cent—Wall 
Street will be the big source of employ- 
ment of idle funds so long as lenders can 
get a return of 8 per cent to 12 per cent.” 

The article concludes exultantly, “It is 
@ new order of things that will be better 
understood as time passes.’’ (Wall Strect 
Journal, Aug. 16, 1929). 

True, the Stock Exchange rate cannot 
affect the volume of credit, but on the 
velocity of credit its influence may be- 
come dominant, as amply shown by our 
riotous experience of 1928 and 1929. And 
in its inflationary effect, increase in 
velocity is as potent as increase in vol- 
ume. 

The power to put a brake on inflation 
is divided, then, between the reserve sys- 
tem and the Stock Exchange. 

The two principal weapons of reserve 
system action are in the rediscount rate 
and open market operations. The events 
of 1927 to 1930 show that the Federal 
Reserve Board wields one and the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks, led by the New York 
bank, wield the other. Here again is an 
unfortunate dualism of power. 

Surely, whoever it was that said the 
reserve system was the only agency in 
our Government not subject to the sys- 
tem of checks and balances characteriz- 
ing American political institutions, made 
no close examination of the banking 
structure. ane. . 
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A CONSTRUCTIVE TARIFF PROPOSAL 

| In a statesmanlike speech at the opening of the 
Williamstown Institute of Politics last Thursday, 
Newton D. Baker suggested an approach to the prob- 
lem of hice that deserves careful consid- 
eration. 

Mr. Baker is in favor of some international agree- 
ment for the lowering of tariffs, but he frankly rec 
ognizes the difficulties in putting such an ideal into 
practice. He is not hopeful that international con- 
ferences can accomplish much along this line by dis- 
cussion of particular rates or by formulation of gen- 
eral policies for tariff reduction. As he says: “The 
confusion incident to a general tariff revision in any 
country is sufficiently discouraging, but simultaneous 
tariff revision in all countries, even if they were 
attempted in conformity with some genera! principles 
arrived at by international conference, is unthink- 
able.” 

Despite these difficulties, Mr. Baker believes that 
something can be achieved by international agree- 
ment. “But it is still possible to suggest a plan of 
gradual approach,” he says. “We once had a tariff 
in the United States which provided for a gradual 
reduction to a maximem of 20 per cent by annual 
horizontal reductions in all schedules, containing, as 
originally enacted, a duty in excess of this amount. 
This seems to me to hold out a very practical sug- 
gestion.” He suggests that agreement could be made 
for the general adoption in all countries of legisla- 
tion, “making horizontal reductions in all schedules, 
to go into effect simultaneously, at definite rates over 
periods of years, calculated to permit the effect of the 
reductions to be absorbed by domestic readjust- 
ments.” 

Mr. Baker's proposal also has much to commend 
it as an approach to tariff revision in the United 
States, even in the absence of any international 
agreement. There seems to be a fairly general opin- 
ion in the United States that a downward revision 
of our tariff rates would be desirable. But it does 
not follow that the legislative procedure of revision 
would be simple. The tariff creates a vast net- 
work of subsidies, resulting in some vested inter- 
ests in practically every state. Many members of 
Congress, both Democratic and Republican, who on 
general principles are opposed to high tariffs, and 
who voted against the Hawley‘Smoot bill, neverthe- 
less sought tariff increases on the products of their 
constituents during the discussion of that bill. 

That may not be the highest form of devotion to 
principles, but it is part of the working of politics 
under a system of popular government. Any program 
for general tariff revision at the present time would 
meet serious difficulties. Congressional supporters 
of tariff reductions would undoubtedly be embar- 
rassed by constituents who would insist that reduc- 
tion be confined to the other fellow’s products, and 
protectionist Congressmen would certainly capitalize 
this situation in order to discredit,the whole move- 
ment for revision. An inkling of the developments 
that such political maneuvering might take is seen in 
the challenges which Senators Watson, Smoot and 
Dickinson recently issued, asking Senators Harri- 
son and Robinson and other Democrats in Congress 
whether they favored reductions on certain particular 
products, including the products of Mississippi and 
Arkansas. President Cleveland’s attempts at tariff 
reform in 1894 were partly nullified by the Demo- 
cratic “sugar Senators,” who insisted as their price 
for thé support of the bill that sugar “be looked 
out for.” 

The proposal for a moderate and gradual hori- 
zontal reduction of rates, without attempting to 
touch particular rates, has greater possibilities for 
constructive achievement. This would not preclude 
action at some later date, when the desire to make 
political capital out of the tariff is not so intense as 
at present, to make adjustments in particular rates, 
as was done under President Wilson’s leadership in 
the enactment of the Underwood tariff of 1913. 
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MAPPING OUR LANGUAGE. 

An absorbingly interesting piece of research on a 
truly national scale is being undertaken by the Amer- 
ican Council of Learned Societies in its compilation 
of a linguistic atlas of the United States. Starting 
in New England this month, the first of its dialect 
collectors will begin platting a language map of the 
nation, expected to be 10 years in the making. An 
inkling of the immensity of the task ahead of Dr. 
Hans Kurath, the director, and his assistants is con- 
tained in his statement: “In some words there are 
from 1500 to 2000 variable features which may be 
shown in inflection, vocabulary, spelling or a com- 
mon use in a set phrasing.” It is good to know 
standardization will not be the project’s aim. Mis- 
souri and Illinois will continue to have their porches 
and Boston its stoops. What some localities call 
verandas and piazzas will still be Mount Vernon's 
portico and the gallery of the Old Kentucky Home. 
The Cumberland River ferryman’s “leave out” will 
be recognized no less than his Northern kinsman’s 
accepted opposite, “come in.” In the matter of, pro- 
nunciation, the same broadness will exist. Evidently 
the compilers have accepted Justice Holmes’ definj- 
tion of right, namely, that which gets itself accepted. 
Such a painstaking work as this atlas of our lan- 
guage should be not only a valuable contribution to 
the study of American life, but as well a means to 
preserving the many-sided charm of sectional linguis- 
tic differences. 
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STATE RIGHTS IN CATALONIA. 
_ The overwhelming vote cast in Catalonia Sunday 
for autonomy within the new Spanish Republic was 
inevitable, in the long view of history. Its causes gO 
back more than 1000 years, to the time when these 
hardy mountaineers drove out the invading Moors 
after a brief occupation while the remainder of Spain 
had Mohammedan rule almost continuously for 
centuries thereafter. Catalonia, conquered by the 
Franks, produced p people different in race, language 
and culture from the sections of Spain where the 
Moors held sway. The result was a fervent Cata- 
lonian nationalism that asserted itself in long wars 
with Castile and in centuries of opposition to cen- 
tralized rule. Spanish Kings fed the flames by re 
pressing this minority, and each succeeding regime 
has had to put down insurrections there. 

Catalonia is a thriving industrial and agricultural 
region, centered about Barcelona. Its inhabitants ob- 
ject to paying the bulk of taxes for the upkeep of 
other and less progressive sections. Severance from 
Spain, urged by many Catalonian patriots after the 
revolution, would have created tariff wars and fric- 
tion in a new Balkan region, with probably disastrous 
resulf{s to Spanish and European peace in general. 
Refusal of autonomy by the Cortes, still a possibil- 
qity, would continue the long history of repression and 
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‘tained Mr. Shaw and Lady Nancy and the rest of 


revolt: What Catalonia now has voted for is state 
rights only a little greater than those enjoyed in this 
country. The Basque provinces and Galicia have 
similar aspirations. Spain can serve her people best 
by extending those rights to the strongly nationalistic 
regions, if the new Government is to live up to its 
primary principles of liberty for all the people. 
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DEPRESSION ON THE SEA. 

Tourist travel from this country to Europe has de- 
clined more than 25 per cent from the figures of last 
summer. More than 40 sailings, on both sides of 
the ocean, have been canceled, at the normal peak 
of the season. Passenger rates have been cut 10 to 
30 per cent, effective Aug. 17, in an effort to stimu- 
late business. Ocean greyhounds are playing the role 
of Mississippi River excursion craft, putting out from 
New York for brief cruises to sea and back. Di- 
rectors of world tourist agencies, meeting in Paris, 
are forced to announce that the 1931 season is a 
failure. Only one passenger line, the North German 
Lloyd, showed a profit in 1930. More than 2,250,000 
tons of British shipping are idle, and 45,000 British 
seamen are out of work. Ocean freight rates have 
been forced down to a point 20 per cent lower than 
the 1913 figure. ' 

This is an outline of what the economic depression 
has done to those who follow the sea. It is a de 
pressing picture, but of a piece with what has been 
transpiring on land. It affects not only those who 
own ships and those employed in the industry, but 
the income of Europe as well. Mr. Hoover pointed 
out in 1928 that the money spent annyally in Europe 
by Americans was sufficient to pay the annual war 
debt installments. The total expended abroad last 
year was about $325,000,000, and debt payments in 
the same period totaled $241,000,000. The reduction 
this year tasapproximately $215,000,000 in tourist ex- 
penditures would have added to the difficulty of meet- 
ing the payments. The moratorium proposal came in 
time to relieve the situation. 

Shipbuilding in this country is booming, with an 
increase of 381 per cent over work under way in 
1928. France, Sweden, Italy and Denmark also show 
gains. In England, the chief shipbuilding country, 
activity is 44.2 per cent below that of 1928. This 
country’s shipbuilding, however, is not keeping pace 
with scrapping. Between 1922 and 1930 our ship 
yards built 600,000 gross tons, and 1,500,000 tons of 
obsolete vessels were junked in that time. To those 
observers: who assert that shipping is in the dol- 
drums because of a tonnage surplus, this is a favor- 
able sign. The cancellation of plans for several more 
gigantic liners may be Similarly catalogued as of 
hopeful omen. Resumption of international trade, 
hampered at present both by tariff walls and eco- 
nomic depression, is anxiously awaited by one of 
man’s most ancient e~-terprises. 
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MONTE M. LEMANN, DISSENTER. 
There is no browbeating this fellow, Monte L. Le- 
mann, of New Orleans, the South’s representative 
on the Wickersham Commission. When it comes to 
the courage of his convictions in the matter of dis- 
senting opinions, he belongs in only one set and that 
is with Martin Luther, Oliver Cromwell, Holmes and 
Brandeis. As his fellow commissioners full well know, 
it was he who threw a monkey wrench into the pro- 
hibition report by refusing to sign. He declared suf- 
ficient enforcement sentiment did not exist and came 
out flat-footedly for repeal. More recently, he re- 
fused to add his name to the report on prosecution. 
His rather plain-spoken reason was that the research 
into the subject was not sufficient to justify the con- 
clusions. Now comes the report on police, and, as 
before, Mr. Lemann’s signature is missing—this time 
without so much as an explanation. No one except 
Mr. Hoover knows just what he expected in Monte 
M. Lemann, but all the country knows what he got. 
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THE NAUTILUS AND CAPONE. 

The Nautilus docked at Bergen on Saturday, Aug. 
1, which, as Sir Hubert Wilkins writes, is two and a 
half months later than the date of May 17, on which 
it was originally scheduled to reach that point. Noth- 
ing daunted by the vexatious delays, the sturdy craft 
will point her prow toward Spitzbergen in a few 
days, and crew and captain are equally confident of 
presently bobbing up through the ice where the 
North Pole sways in the breeze. 

Another voyager, as widely if less favorably known 
than the explorer, has been duplicating Sir Hubert’s 
progress in getting nowhere. It was in blossomy 
May, wasn’t it, that Al Capone pleaded guilty, ac- 
knowledged the supremacy of the law and declared 
himself ready to pay his debt to the Government. 
Following the plea, the date set for sentencing the 
penitent was June 30, but a postponement to July 
30 was granted to enable the criminal to get his af- 
fairs in order. Now the plea of guilty has been with- 
drawn, because, seemingly, the court had not been

payment of wages in Russia have not 
been left long without practical application. 
Orders have been given from Moscow that a 
piece-rate system of wages is to be intro- 
duced into the coal-mining industry in the 
Donetz basin of South Russia, The reason 
given is that the production of this indus- 
trial group is so low that it has fallen short 
by 35 per cent of the figure assigned to it in 
the five-year plan, whereas other sections 
of industry have already completed their 
first task and passed on to the next. 

The introduction of piece rates is closely 
connected with the five-year plan, but it is 
not gO much a consequence of its failure as 
an obvious method of carrying it out. It is, 
indeed, @ necessary consequence of that 
plan, which aims at the rapid industrializa- 
tion of the almost entirely agricultural 
country of Russia.

by results are, after all, not a sudden new 
departure in Russian industry. They are al- 
ready in existence in many trades, and their 
present extension is only a recognition of 
their success in stimulating production. Ad- 
mittedly neither piece rates nor wage rates 
heavily weighted in favor of skilled workers 
are compatible with Communist theory, 
which is based on the old slogan, “From 
each according to his ability; to each ac- 
cording to his need.” They are, however, a 
necessary piece of machinery for the change. 
over from a peasant, agricultural economy 
to a factory system. 

The peasant has all his life been accus- 
tomed to a direct relation between his out- 
put of energy and his income of wealth, If 
he only sows one acre he can only reap one 
acre’s crops; if he allows his horse to starve 
he will have to drag his own cart to market. 
But when he enters a factory, there is no 
such direct connection between industry 
and reward. He may work slowly or badly, 
but he will draw his wages just the same, 
unless there is some system of fines or piece 
rates. It has been the experience of all 
countries in this state of transition, and it 
is today the experience of Russia. The new 
departure in Soviet policy is only remotely 
connected with Communism, but is closely 
connected with conditions peculiar to Rus- 
sia. 
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The history of the great tractor factory 
at Stalingrad, on the Volga, is a clear illus- 
tration of the kind of difficulty with which 
Russia's rulers are faced. The equipment o 
the factory is excellent, but its production 
has been not only disappointing, but by or- 
dinary standards definitely uneconomic, so 
far has it fallen below productive capacity. 
Bad workmanship and faulty technical lead- 
ership combined to play havoe with one of 
the brightest examples of Soviet economic 
achievement. The shortage of skilled labor 
has long been admitted by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, and the very favored position of 
the artisan class is due not only to political 
expediency, but also to the natural bargain. 
ing power which it enjoys in virtue of its 
ry numbers and essential functions, 

n 80 far as there is anything really new ! 
Stalin's latest industrial program, it lies in 
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the prospect of better treatment offered to 
the old Russian middle-class technical ex. 
perts, a concession which follows strangely 
on the propaganda which surrounded the 
recent treason trials of members of this de- 
spised class.

For the time being, at any rate, the rulers 
of Russia have overcome their political 
hatred for their own middle-class engineers 
sufficiently to give them back their jobs. It 
was necessary to do so if the five-year plan 
was to be carried through. For a similar 
reason, they have dispensed with many 
members of the unwieldly governing bodies 
which controlled industrial production. 
These latter played a useful part in per- 
suading the ordinary worker that by simple 
proletarian loyalty he might hope to rise 
in the world, but from an economic point of 
view were definitely a nuisance. And so 
“they must be sent back to the factories. 
This will be better for them and better for 
us.”” This must been a distasteful decision 
for either a proletarian or a bureaucrat to 
make—and Russia’s rulers are both. 

What, then, is the outcome of this grad- 
ual change in Russian life which has sow 
been solemnly blessed by the dictator him- 
self? For the ordinary worker, no doubt. 
his factory will become very much more 
like an ordinary capitalist institution. He 
will, one imagines, be very much more defi- 
nitely under business orders than he has 
been, while his freedom of choice of work 
will be still further restricted. He will be- 
come more than ever the servant of tho 
state, and in addition, he will be economi- 
cally divided from his fellow servants by 
marked differences in pay. 


But he will be the servant of a state which 
is theoretically and, to some extent in prac- 
tice, a workers’ state. Outside the factory 
he will be as good as any other man, al- 
though perhaps he will not be able to pro- 
cure quite as much food or as many new 
boots as his better-paid neighbor. For the 

time being, however, the proposed radical 
differences in wage rates are not likely to 
lead to marked external differences in class, 
if only because, though some people will 
have more money than others, there will 
not be much to spend it on. That is an- 
other consequence of the five-year plan, 
which concentrates on producing machines 
to build other machines, instead of on ma- 
chines to produce such consumable goods 
as gramophones and silk stockings,

Refugees Big Problem in Hankow; 


By the Associated Press. 
HANKOW, China, Aug. 4.—Al- 


though flood waters are receding 
slightly, Hankow’s modern build- 
ings still resemble brick and stone 


islands rising in a sea. The wide 
expanse of muddy water is hardly 
broken by the thatched roofs of 
what had been villages. 

The Yangtze and Han rivers 
overflowed as a result of fort- 
night of continuous rains. A tally 
of the death toll still is lacking, al- 
though estimates range from 700 
to 1200 in the cities of Hankow, 
Wuchang and Hanyang. 

Thousands of refugees give Han- 
kow the problem of feeding the 
homeless in addition to tending the 
city’s dikes and finding rations for 
its own populace. Wuhu, lik: Han- 
kow, is crowded with refugees. 
Government leaders realize that 
the disaster is a major national ca- 
lamity, especially regarding the 
prospect of a rice famine next win- 
ter. The flooded areas constitute 
the richest rice-growing region of 
China,
